"Law —Not War" 


*THIS name is used to designate an important 
1 week in the world's history. It is a week in 
which forces that are building for peace are 
making a concerted effort to awaken the coun- 
try to a realization of the tremendous things at 
Ftake in the conflict between war and .peace, 
now reaching- a critical stage. 
We've a big, 


voung country here. It has existed, as a nation, 
iess than 150 years. But according to available 
figures it has spent for war in that brief space 
some .552.000,000,000. Today's pace is that we 
are spending approximately 85 per cent of all 
federal revenue for wars past, and in prepara- 
tion. If money were all that is involved, these 
figures would seem enough to make the citizens 
of the United States place a ban on war. 


Of course, money is not all. The thing can 


be stated somewhat inadequately in terms of 
human misery, of death, and sorrow, want and 
rleeradation. That, however, would be senti- 
mental, and one must stay away from it. In 
the world's present state of mind we shall get 
rowhere with anything but hard, cold facts. 
And so. there's the money, to begin with. And 
then there is the one thing that will count with 
every individual as soon as that individual fully 
grasps it.

We have gone into that many times. Readers of 
the Tribune are so familiar with facts and fig- 
ures relating to it. that perhaps they have been 
bored.

'do not bank upon friendship to end war, upon 
fellowship, generosity, or any other thing that 
can be classed as sentimental. We do expect 
that the tremendous financial loss of war will 
weigh in the balance against it. We expect, next, 
that fear, perhaps the greatest force in the 
world, will drive men and women to refuge from 
war. 


Perhaps "law—not war" 
week aims to 


bring these things home to the people of Amer- 
ica. 
We believe they have been brought home 


to a large percentage of the people. There is 
everywhere apparent a feeling against war, a 
demand for peace. There is, however, great 
confusion of ideas as to how the end can be 
obtained. 


It is sought during this week to make plain 


the truth that, in our present stage of civiliza- 
tion, peace can be established only by interna- 
tional co-operation. The world court is endors- 
ed by every peace organization in this country, 
and, we believe, in the world, yet American 
politicians haggle about its details and look for 
excuses to evade the issue or beg the question. 
The people must compel the statesmen at Wash- 
ington to get into the harness and do something 
constructive for peace. They must ignore the 
junker group, that pins its faith to arms, and 
sometimes fattens by them. They must ignore 
misguided altruism which insists that all gov- 
ernments must purge themselves of evil before 
we extend our own saintly hand. Obviously, 
had we reached this state of official spirituality, 
war would be impossible regardless of cove- 
nants. 


We've got to face some cold, disagreeable 


facts. Peoples, imperfect in their civilizations, 
are banded into nations. Between them lie his- 
toric hatreds. Driven by need or greed, one 
covets another's possessions. There are a thou- 
sand reasons for war, and as long as any nation 
in need believes it can conduct successful war- 
fare in defiance of international law and opin- 
ion, war will come. And, any nation, "getting 
the jump" on its competitors in the matter of 
engines of destruction, might shortly prepare 
to devastate the world. The safety of all de- 
mands that all shall band against any that un- 
sheathes the sword. Some day we will come 
to that—the international police force, with all 
other armies and navies discarded. Some day 
vre shall come to the international code, as bind- 
ing upon nations as is our federal constitution 
upon the states. But first we must take short, 
Fure steps. The world court may be one. Any 
international co-operation undertaken in good 
faith, and any machinery for its operations, are 


in lines of service. Most of us know this. A 
majority unquestionably wants America to take 
its place in line, for peace. Let Washington 
know it. Make the demand ring in the ears 
of congress, the president and his cabinet. De- 
mand of every congressional and presidential 
candidate that he state whether he is for war 
or for peace. Put it in terms that cannot be 
evaded. We must get action. If this generation 
shall fail to do so, the next will pay the supreme 
penalty. It is to arouse the country to a great 
awakening that these days are set aside. The 
world over, the plain people stand for "Law— 
Not War!"
